Pyramus, a young Man of Babylon, was exceed- 
ingly in love with Thisbe, his Neigkbour's Daughter, 
nor was he leſs beloved by her; both Parents had di- 
cerned it, and for ſome Reafons kept them both up ſo F 
ſtreightly that they were not ſuffered to ſpeak to one 
another; at laſt they found. Opportunity of diſcourſe 
through the Chink of a Wall, and appointed to meet 
without the City; accordingly Ibiabe came firſt to the 
place appointed, but being terrified by a Lioneſs which 
paſſed by, ſhe fled into a Cave, and in her Flight loft 
her Veil, which the Lioneſs tumbled to and 120 with.

caſt up at Seffor, where Hero from her Tower beheld 
it, who not being able to outlive ſo great a Loſs, caſt 
her felf headlong from the Top of it into the Sea, and

cations, but he would not move ;- they propounded a 
great Reward, he deſpiſed at once both it and them; 
his Father Oenæus came, and embracing his Knees, en- 
deavoured to make him relent, but all in vain; his 
Mother came and tried all ways, but was refuſed ; Þ 
his Siſters, and his moſt familiar Friends were ſent and 
begged he would not forſake them in their laſt Extre- Þ 
mity, but neither way was his fierce Mind to be 
wrought upon ; in the meantime the Enemy had bro- 
ken into the City, and then came his Wife Cleopatra, 
trembling ; O my deareſt Love, ſaid ſhe, help us, or we 
are loſt ; the Enemy is already entred. 'The Hero was 
moved with this Voice alone, and rouſed at the Dan- 
ger of his beloved Wife, he armed himſelf, went forth,

IX. Titus Gracchus loved his Wife Cornelia with that 
fervency, that when two Snakes were found in his 


| Houſe, and the Soothſayers had pronounced they ſhould 
not ſuffer them both to eſcape, but that one ſhould be 


killed, affirming alſo that if the Male was let go, Cor-

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nelia ſhould die firſt: On the other ſide, that Gracchus 
ſhould firſt expire, if the Female were let go. Diſmiſs 
then the Female, ſaid he, that ſo Cornel ia may ſurvive 
me, who am at this time the Elder; it ſo fell out that- 
he died ſoon after, leaving behind him many Sons, fo 
entirely beloved by the Mother, and the Memory of 
her Husband was ſo dear to her, that ſhe refuſed the 
proffered Marriage with Prolomy King of Egypt, with 
the ſplendor of a Diadem, and all the Pomp of a rich 
and proffered Kingdom. Val. Maximus. 
X. Caligula the Emperor had Cæſonia to Wite, and 
though ſhe was not of remarkable Beauty, and of a 
declining Age; though by another Husband ſne was 
already the Mother of thrce Daughters, yet ſhe being 
one of prodigious Luxury and Laſciviouſneſs, he lo- 
ved her with that ardency, that he- often ſhewed her 
in Armour, and to his Friends even naked. The Day

int ire love to him; for whereas the Cuſtom of India 
requires, that one Wife ſhall be burnt with her dead 
Husband, both offered themſelves to Death, and ſtrove 
with that Ambition 2$ if it had been ſome glorious 
Prize they ſought after. Before ſuch Captains as 
were appointed their Judges, the younger Wife pleaded, 
« That the other was with Child, and that therefore 
« ſhe could not have the Privilege of that Law; the 
10 _ alledged, That whereas ſhe was before the o- 
& ther in Years, it was alfo fit that ſhe ſhould be be- 
&« fore her in Honour, fince it was cuſtomary in o- 
© ther Things that the Elder ſhould have place. The 
Judges, when they underſtood by Midwives, that 
the Elder was with Child, paſſed Judgment that the 
Younger ſhould be burnt, She that had loft the 

Cauſe departed, rending her Diadem, and tearing her 
Hair, as if ſome grievous Calamity had befallen her ; 
the vther full of Joy at her Victory, went to the Fu- 
neral Fire, magnificently dreſt, and led along by her 
Kindred, as if to her Wedding, they ali along firg- 
ing Hymns in her Praiſe. When ſhe drew near the 
Fire, taking off her Ornaments ſhe delivered them to 
her Friends and Servants, as Tokens of Remembrance; 
they wear a multitude of Rings, with variety of pre- 
cious Stones, Chains, and Stars of Gold, Oc. This 
done, ſhe was by her Brother. placed upon the com- 
buſtible Matter by the fide of her Husband, and after 
the Army had thrice compaſled the Funeral Pile, Fire 
was put to it, and ſhe without a Word of complaint, 
finiſhed her Life in the Flames. Diod. Siculus, I. 9. 

XII. Arria the Wife of Cecinna Pætus, underftand- 
ing her Husband was condemned to die, and permit- 


ted to chuſe what Death liked him beſt; ſhe went and

XIII. The Prince of the Province of Fingo, in the

Gentleman of the Country had a beautiful Wife, got 


him diſpatched; and having ſent for the Widow ſome 
Days after her Husband's Death, acquainted ber with 
his Deſires; ſhe told htm ſhe had much reaſon to think 
her ſelf happy in being honoured with the Priendſhip 
ol ſo great a Prince, yet ſne was reſolved to bite off her 

Tongue, and murther her ſelf, if he offered her any vio- 
lence; but if he would grant her the Favour to ſpend 
one Month in bewailing her Husband, and then give 


her Liberty to make an Entertainment for the Relatk 
ons of the Deceaſed to take her leave of them, he ſhould 
find how much ſhe was his Servant, and how far ſne 


would comply with his Affections; it was ealtly grant- 


ed, a great Dinner was provided, whither came all 


| the Kindred of the Deceas'd ; the Lady perceiving the 
Prince began to be warm in his Wine, in hopes of enjoying 


her Promiſe, deſired liberty to withdraw into an adjoin- 


ing Gallery to take the Air, but as ſoon as come into ity 
ſhe caſt herſelf headlong down in the Preſence of the 


Prince, and all her dead Husband's Relations, and fo 
put an end to her Life.

ever with her, deprived her of the Opportunity and 
Means, ſhe at laſt ſnatched the burning Coals with her

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Mouth, kept them there till ſhe was choaked. Of this 
Conſpiracy againſt Ceſar, for the Reader's better un- 
derſtanding it, I ſhall make a brief Digreſſion. Marcus 
Brutus (faith Plutarch) was deſcended from unius Bru- 
Ts, as great an Enemy to Kings as he was to Tyrants ; 
he was well beloved by Ceſar, who gave order for 
his ſafety at the Battle of Pharſalia as for bis own Son;

to this Treaſon by them. The Conſpiracy being at 
laſt diſcovered, the Conſuls met in the publick Place, 
and ſent for the Conſpirators, and there before all the 
People diſcovered the Treaſon ; the People being much 


amazed hung down their Heads, only ſome few think- 


Ing to gratify Brutus moved they might be baniſhed ; 
but Brutus calling his Sons by Name, asked them what 
they could anſwer for themſelves, and when being con- 
founded they held their peace, he ſaid to the Serjeants, 
They are in your Hands, [do Juſtice; then did the 
Serjeants tear off their Cloaths, bound their ads 
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and whipt them with Rods; which ſad Spectacle mo- 
ved the People to pity, ſo that they turned away their 
Faces ; but the Father never looked off, nor changed 
his ſevere Countenance, till at laſt they were laid flat 
on the Ground, and had their Heads {truck off; then 
did Brutus depart, and left the Execution of the reſt to ü 
dis Fellow Conſul.

tors to their Country Eſcape; hereupon the People 
called for Brutus again, who being returned to his 
Seat, ſpake thus, For my own Children I judged them, 
and ſaw the Law executed upon them, but for theſe others, 

I leave them freely to the Fudgment of the People; ſo they 
all cried out, Execution, Execution, and according-

the World, He diſpatched 1/a Can, another of his Uncles, 
after he had cut off the Heads of his three Sons upon 
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a trivial Occalicn, ſaying, That be could now never be 
aithful to him, at leaſt it mas impoſſible be . ſoould love 


him, after he had dealt ſo by him. In 1632, he having 


forced the Turks to raiſe the Siege before Bagdat, at a 
private Meeting of his Lords, they ſaid among them- 
ſelves, That ſince in bis tender Age be had committed 


o many Cruelties, it was likely that in time be could 


extirpate all the Grandees of Perſia; Schinel Chan pre- 


-Mſ:otly diſcovered this to him, adviſing him to ſecure 


himſelf againſt them, by taking away thoſe of moſt. 
credit among them; the Tyrant replied, Thy Advice is 
good, and I will begin with thee, for thou art a Perſon 
of the greateſt Age and Authority amongthem, and there- 
fore muſt needs be of the Conſpiracy : and preſently af- 
ter he killed him with his own Hands; he flew his 
Lord High Chancellor, by running him inta the Body 
with a Scymitar, and then cauſed his Head to be cut 
into ſmall bits; and thus he dealt with moſt of the 
reſt who were at the Meeting aforeſaid ; when he 
came to Casbin, he ſent for all the Lords, and Gover- 
nors of his Provinces, te come to him; they all obeyed 
ſave two, who thought it enough to aſſure the King 
of their Fidelity, by ſending each of them one of 
their Wives and one of their Sons; but he being not 
ſatisfied herewith, ſeat their Wives to the publick 
Bawdy-Houſes,' and expoſed their Sons to the Sodo- 
mitical Brutality of his Grooms and common Hang- _ 
men; then he fent for Immanuel Can, Governor of 
Shiras, and cauſed his Head to be cut off, and tha 
Heads of his fifteen Sons; theſe unparallel'd Cruel- 
ties frighted all near him, and put ſome upon a Re- 
ſolution to ſhorten his Days by Poyſon, in which ſome 
of the Ladies in the Seraglio had an Hand, which 
coming to his Knowledge, he cauſed a great Pit to be 
made in the Garden, wherein he buried forty Women

The tremendous Conſequences of Unchaſtity, 
Tntemperance, and Ambition. 


T is not to be imagined I ſhould relate the Thou- 
ſandth part of the Miſchiefs occaſioned by Luſt 
and Debauchery, all Nations and Ages are full of 


' lamentable Accidents proceeding theretrom.; for tho" 


this violent Paſſion ſeem to promiſe a World of vain 
Pleaſure, and though laſcivious Perſons uſe many times 


all manner of Patience, Services, and profound Sub- 
miſhons, to gain the deſired Object, yet when they, 


think themſelves abſolutely happy in their unchaſt 
Embraces, even at that very Inſtant there is ſometimes 
brought in an unexpected Reckoning, that cloſes up 


their unlawful Pleaſures in the black and diſmal Sa- 
bles of Death, as by the following Examples is de- 


monſtrated. 1 
I. The firſt I ſhall mention, is partly Comical, as 


well as Tragical.

iug rich, according to the Devotion of that Age, by

Convent, allowing Maintenance to an Ab- 
bot and twelve Fryers. There were two of theſe, 
Fryer Fohn, and Fryer Richard, continually at Variance, 
It was the Cuſtom ofthis Knight and Lady to riſe eve- 
ry Morning early to Mattins or Prayers, and ſhe being 
of an affable Diſpoſition, this good Humour bred a 
ſtrange uncivil boldneſs in Fryer Foby, ſo that ſhe 
never came through the Cloyſter but he attended her 
with many Complements, and ſhe innocently return- 
ed him Thanks again, which ſo far encouraged him 
that he was ſuſpected by his Fellows who whiſpered 
it about rat pt ; he ſtill growing more confi- 
dent, preſumed at laſt to write to her, diſcovering his 
violent Paſſion. This Letter with great difficulty he 
conveyed to the Lady's Hands, who being ſurpriſed 
that ſuch Laſciviouſneſs ſhould proceed from one that 
vowed Chaſtity, and not being certain but it might 
be a Deſign of her Husband to try her Virtue, ſhe 
reſolves to diſcover the whole Intrigue to him, which 
when ſhe had done, he began to repent of his Cha- 
rity in regard of this great Ingratitude ; yet medita- 
ting Revenge, he writes an Anfwer, to which he com- 
mands his Wife to ſet her Hand ; That ſhe was very 
paſſionate of his Love, and that ſuch a Night her 
Husband being to ride to London, he ſhould be admit- 
ted, and entertained according to his own Defire ; 
the Fryer received this Letter with extream Joy, and 
providing clean Linnen, a perfumed Nightcap, and 
other Neceſſaries, he exactly obſerves the Time and 
Place, and is admitted by the Lady, and conveyed

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Ito a private Chamber, where he,was no ſooner entred, 


but in came the Knight and his Man, and without 
oiving him time either to call for help to the Houſe, 
of to Heaven, they ſtrangled the luſttul Pryer, and 
left him dead upon the Place, This was no ſooner 


done, and his Rage ſomewhat appeaſed, but he be- 


gan to conſider the Danger of the Fact, both as to his 
Life and Eſtate, and after ſeveral Projects betwixt 


him and his Servant, they concluded to have his Body 


conveyed back into the Monaſtery, divided from his

and likewiſe a ruſty Armour. Theſe he command:

ceived it was Fryer ohn; away flies he through the 


Streets, and after him, or rather the Mare, ſpeeds 
the Horſe ; a great Noiſe there was in the City, fo 
that being awakened looked out at their Windows; 
at length Fryer Richard rid into a Lane which had 
no Pallage; 

the Stone Horſe covers the Mare, which cauſes a Noiſe 
amongſt the ruſty Armour, Fryer Richard's guilty Con- 
ſcience accuſes him, and he cries out aloud, Guilty of 
the Murther ; at the noiſe of Murther the People be- 
ing amazed ran out of their Beds into the Street, 
they apprehend Miracles, and he confeſſes Wonders, 
and freely tells them of the inhuman murthering one 


of his own Convent ; the former Grudge between - 


them is generally known, and the Juſtice of Hea- 


ven believed. Fryer ohn is diſmounted, and ſent to 
his Grave, Fryer Richard is committed to Priſon, he is 


arraigned, and by his own Confeſſion condemned, 


But before his Execution, the Knight knowing his 


own Guilt, poſts to the King, makes his voluntary 


Confeſſion, and hath his Life and Eſtate for his for- 
mer good Services granted him; Fryer Richard is re- 
leaſed, and this notable Accident ſtill remains upon

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© Thrabim, Grand- father to the preſent Emperor of the 
Turks, is very remarkable; his Brother Sultan Amurab 
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II. The debauched Life and fatal Death of Sultan 


or Morat, after a Fever of eight Days cauſed by an 
exceſs of Debauchery, dying in 1640. his Mother Ki- 
oſem comforted her ſelf with the 'Thoughts that her 


Son Sultan Ibrahim {kill lived, and was the ſole Suryi- 


vor of the Ottoman Family; ſhe conſulted with all the 


SGrandees, requeſting their Afliſtance in the lawful 


promotion of her remaining Sap to the Throne of his 


Anceſtors ; for ſhe underſtood” that Morat abhorring 
the ill ſhaped Body and weaker Mind of his Brother, 


envied him the Dignity of the Ottoman Scepter, and 
had bequeathed the Succeſſion to the Tartar, having in 
the heat of a Debauch compelled his Baſhas to ſwear 
to the Performance of his Teſtament ;. ſo the Queen 


Was forced to uſe many Arguments, to ſhew them 


of .the Danger and Unlawfulneſs of rejecting the right 
Heir; with which being convinced, they all cried 
out, Let Sultan Ibrahim live, herewith the great Coun- 


cil breaking up, the Vizier with all the Officers of the 


Seraglio, went with loud Acclamations to the Pri- 
Ton of Thrahin, to ſalute him Emperor; for this poor 
Prin&e had for four Years remained a ſad Recluſe in 
a dark Room, receiving neither Light nor Air, but 
what came from a little Window, which ſometimes in 
favour was opened, and the continual fear of Death, 
rendred thoſe Apprehenſions worſe than Death it ſelf. 
So ſoon as he heard the Shouts and Voices of a mul- 
titude near his Door, he conceived that the Fate was 
now come which he had ſo long expected, and barred 
his Door denying to give Entrance, and when the 
Vizier proclaimed him Emperor, fearing it might be 


Tome Artifice of his Brother, to ſee with what Joy 


he would entertain the News, he anſwered, That he 


did not ſo much as think of the Empire, nor defire 


ce jt, but only prayed that Sultan Morat might live, 


do whom he pretended not to be a Brother but a 


: ce Slave 
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«Slave” ; and when he perceived that they began to 


force the Door, though with terms of Reſpect and 


Obſervance, he endeavoured to keep in cloſe, for 
Nature had taught him to conſerve a Life, however 
miſerable and void of Conſolation; he continuing 
thus reſolute not to open, reverence do his Perſon 
commanded them to ſorbear any ruder Violence, till 
the Queen Mother deſcended her ſe:f in Perſon, and 
cauſing the dead Corps of Sultan Morat to be extend- 
ed betore his Loor, with gentle Compellations, ſatis- 
fed him of the Death of his-Brother; the Voice of his 
Mother began to diflipaie his Fears, and being in 
part already convinced by bis Ears, he adventured to 
peep at the Door, and giving then entire credence to 


bis Eyes, his Heart and Spirits revived z. and ſo re- 


tiring into his Chamber, he willingly received the 


Congratulations of the Miniſters and Soldiers ; which 


being palt, be readily applied his Shoulders to the 


Coffin of his dead Brother, and having bore his ſhare 


of that dear Burthen to the Meſeb of Fubs Seraglio, 


in eight Days he compleatcd all the Ceremonies of his 


Coronation, and according to Cuſtom rode through 
the City to his great Palace; but whether it were 
for want of Practice, or by reaſan of a Paſture natu- 
ral unto Fools, he fate ſo ridiculouſly on his Saddle, 


as moved rather the Laughter than Agclamation of 


the People. In fine, being entred the Seraglio, he be- 
gan to breath, ard enjoy the Air of Liberty, with ſo 
much Contentment, that he was unwilling to-loſe the 
leaſt part of it by attending on Buſineſs, and come 
mitted all to the Management of his Mother; howſo- 
ever being deſirous ro handle ſomething of Govern- 
ment, he did it with ſo little grace and dexterity, 
that it plainly appeared his Soul animated a Body 
not fit to ſway a Scepter ; yet he indulged his 
luxurious Appetite to the higheſt exceſs of ſenſuality, 


for having been accuſtomed to reſtraint, he knew 


not how to enjoy freedom, but by ſubjecting it to 


ub 
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his Luſts. This Humour the Viziers and great Miniſters 
of State cheriſhed in him by Banquets and Etertain- 
ments, in which he took high Satisfaction, paſſing a 
moſt laſcivious Life in his Seraglio, and conſuming 
an immenſe Treaſure on his Women, whereby he was 


ſeized with an Apoplexy, which was attributed to his 


exceſſive uſe of them, to whom he was ſo immoderate- 
ly addicted, that he conſumed his Days and Nights in 
the Womens Apartments, wherein Amber was the 
common Perfume which burned perpetually, and the 
common Sauce to moſt of his Dainties.  Notwith- 
ſtanding the great Number of Women within the Se- 
raglio, which were all at the Devotion of the Sultan, 
yet Ibrahim, not being contented therewith, paſſing 
one Day to Scutari, had by chance caſt his Eye up- 
on an Object which much pleaſed him; what it was 
becomes me not to relate; but being returned to his 
Seraglioz he ſeat Orders to the Vizier ta ſeek out the 
biggeſt and beſt proportioned Woman in Conſfantirople, 
or thereabout; hereupon Emillaries were diſpatched 
into all quarters of the City; at length he found a 
- huge tall Armenian Woman, well proportioned ac- 
cording to her height, and a Gianteſs for her Stature ; 

who being waſhed, perfumed, and as richly adorned 
as the time would permit, there was no great dith- 
.culty to perſuade her to become Turk, having ſo 
high Preter ment in her Proſpe& ; ſo that being in- 
troduced to the Grand Scignior, he became itamediate- 
ly inamour'd, and was ſo pleaſed with her So- 
ciety, that he preferred her before all the Women of 
his Court, and did nct deny any Requeſt ſhe could 
make; particularly about that time the Government 
of Damaſcus be ing void, this Woman begg d- it for 
her ſelf, placing another in the Office, who was 
accountable to her for all the Profits thereof ; by theſe 
Favours the Queen Mother becoming jealous, one Day 

inviting her to Dinner, cauſed her to be ſtrangled, and 
perſuaded Ibrahim ſhe died ſuddainly of a violent 
38 | Sickneſs, 
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ickneſs, at which the poor Man was greatly afflict- 
i, And though during his Reign the Siege of Can- 
ia began, and a bloody Wer coutinued againſt the 
enetians, yet Sultan Ihrabim, like a ſtout Soldier of 
Venus, continued his Debaucheries to the height, and 
it length fell in Love with the Widow at his Brother 
Sulran Morat, but ſhe reſolving upon Widowhood, he 
aſſaulted her by Force; his Mother coming in at the 
Outcry, gave- Opportunity to the Sultana to eſcape 
out of the Hands of this Satyr. Afcer this he had a 
great Paſſion for the Daughter of the Mufti or chief 
Prieſt, offering her Father to marry her, and pre- 
fer her in Honour equal to any other of his Sultana's; 
but he, knowing the. wandring Humour of Ibrahim, re- 
fuſed him, and inſtructed his Daughter to do the ſame, 
which ſo inraged him, that reſolvipg to have his Will 
of her, he cauſed her to be ſeized going from the 
Bath, and carrying her to the Seraglio, he poſſeſſed 
and enjoyed her for fome Days, but with ſuch Tears, 
Reluctancy and Sullenneſs, as took off from the Edge 
and Appetite of his Enjoyment, ſo that he returned 


her back with ſcorn and contempt to her Father, wha 


diſſembled the Injury, but reſolving on Revenge, he 
firſt eomplains to Mabomet Paſva, a great Man in the 
Council, and afterward to the Queen- Mother, whg 
hared her Son extreamly, becauſe he had lately com- 
mitted her to Priſon for reproving him; ſo they con- 
cluded to confine Thrabim to his old Priſon, not that 


he ſhould be abſolutely laid aſide, and depoſed, bus 


enly corrected a while, and being in remembrance of. 


his paſt Condition, might be inſtructed for the Future, 


what Moderation and Juſtice Sultans are obligcd to 


exerciſe in the Adminifiration of Govcrament, 


They then got the two Lord Chief Juſtices iagto the

lowing in the Divan or Council, to adminiſter 
| Juſtice to his Soldiers and Subjects, who expected it D 
from him; but Jbrabim laughed at the Summons which | 
the Mufti made him; which being ſeconded by a Fet-

ta, which is a Point of Law reſolved by the Mufti, 
who 1s the Mouth or Oracle thereof, that 1s, That 
the Grand Seignior being called to account, is obliged 
to appear beforę the Juſtice ; the Sultan in high diſ- 
dain tore the Paper, rhreatning the Head of the Mufti; 
but it was now too late, he having fortified himſelt 
with the Power and Strength of his rebellious Com- 
puanions ; this Fetfa was ſeconded by another of a higher 
» Nature, which declared, Ihat auhoſoever obeyed not the Law 
of God, was not a Miſſul man or trie Believer, and dh that 
Perſon avereihe Emperor Þimſelf, yet being become by bis fil-

& - bes eee and 1 further capable of Authority and Go- 
 vernment. This Fetfa being ſeen by rabim, he tore 
it in pieces, commanding the Grand Vizier inſtantly 
to put the Mufti to Death, as guilty of Treaſon a- 
gainſt his Prince, but he having now loſt his Autho- 
rity, his Commands were no longer regarded, nor any 
Reverence had of his Perſon ; for the Janiſaries being a- 
gain aſſenibled about 5 inthe Afternoon, came with their 
uſual Tumult to the Gates of the Seraglio; and now 
Sultan Prabim loſing all Courage, fled into the Arms 
of his Mother, begging her Aſſiſtance and Protection; 

mne being a bold and ſubtile Woman, imployed all 

ker Rhetorick and Eloquence to perſuade the Soldiers 
not to offer violence to the Perſon of their Lord and 
Maſter ; promiſing that he ſhould relinquiſh the Go- 
- vernment, and retire to his old Lodgings. Ibrahim 
Is 0 com- 
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comforted a little that he ſhould ſave his Life, ſhrunk 
himſelf williogly into his old Shell, wherein he had 
ſo long conſerved his Life. In the mean time the Con- 
ſpirators taking forth his Eldeſt Son Sultan Mahomet,, 
ſet him on the Throne of his Father, and planting the 
Sargouch, or Imperial Feathers upon his Head, ſalu- 
ted him Emperor with loud Acclamations. Ihrahinz 
continued his Impriſonment for ſome Days with great 


Patience, but then growing deſperate and furious he - 


O 
often beat his Head againſt the Wall, until at length, 


on Auguſt 17. 1648. he was ſtrangled with a Bow- 
String, by four Mutes or Dumb Executioners ; in this 
manner Sultan Ihrahim ended his laſcivious Days, 
which puts me in mind of the Saying of a wiſer King 
than he, That there is little fiance between the 
Priſons and the Graves of Princes ; and this Example 
made a great Officer underſtand how King Charles I. 
was put to death; for he diſcourſing with the chief 


Eng liſb Interpreter at Conſtantinople, not then calling to 


mind the Fate of Sultan Vrabim, demanded how, and 


when King Charles was put to Death; Sure, ſaid he, 
your King muſt have no Foqaver, or your People muſt be 


more rebellious and mutinous than other Nations of the 
World, <uho durſs commit an Act ſo horrid and vile as 
#15 ; See, ſaid he, how our Emperor is revered and obſer- 
ved, and how ſubmiſſive and obedient half the World is to 
the Nod of our great Monarch; the Interpreter replied, 
It would be tedious to recount to him the Hiſtory 
and Occaſion of this prodigious Fact; but that the 
time it happened, was ſome Months aftef the Death 
or Murther of Sultan Thrahim ; which was a ſuffici- 


ent Item to the Grand Vizier, to give him a perſe& _ 


underſtanding of what he required. 

The Poet makes Ibrahim ſpeak thus of himſellf. 
I that of Ottoman Blood remain alone, 
Call'd from a Priſon to aſcend a Throne. 
My filly Mind I bent to ſoft: Delights, 
Hating upple@ggng Buſineſs, and Fights, 
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Till mad with wanton Loves, I fel} at firſt, 
dlave to my own, then to my Peoples Luſt, 
III. Neither has Intemperance in . Drinking 
been ſometimes leſs fatal; for we read, one 
at Liege in Germany was addicted to daily Drun- 
kenneſs, and in his Cups, as oft as he had emptied his 
Pockets of his Money by playing at Cards, uſed to 
ſwear he would be the Death of his Wives Uncle, be- 
cauſe he refuſed to furniſh him with more; this Un- 
cle was a Canon, a Perſon of great Hoſpitality ; 
one Night when he entertained a Letter - carrier, he 
was murthered by him, together with a Neice, and a 
little Nephew of his. All Men admiring that the 
Canon was not preſent at Morning-Praz who ne- 
ver uſeu to be abſent, having long knocked at his Door 
in vain, this Drunkard having ſcarce digeſted his ye- 
ſterdays Ale, ſet up a Ladder to the Windows, and 
with others entred the Houſe ; eſpying there three 
dead Corps, they raiſe the Neighbourhood with a la- 
mentable Cry; amongſt the Whiſperers there ſome ſaid, 
That the Drunkard was the Murtherer, ſo he was laid 
hold on, caſt into Priſon, and thrown upon the Rack; 
where he ſaith, that he doth not think that he did it, 
that by reaſon of his continual Drunkenneſs he could 
affirm nothing of certainty, that he had ſometimes a 
Will. or Defire to kill the Canon, but that he ſhould 
never have touched his Niece, or young Nephew ; 
well, he was condemned, and the innocent Wretch, 
even in the Preſence of this execrable Letter-carrier, 
was long wearied with exquiſite Torments, and at 
laſt died an unheard of Death. The Letter-carrier be- 
ing returned to Lezge, and not able to endure the 
Tortures of his Soul, of his own accord preſented 
himſelt before the Judges, beſeeching them that by 
a ſpeedy Death he might be freed from that Hell he 
felt here alive; affirming that when he was awake 
(tho' ſeldom when aſleep) the Image of the little Babe 
Whom he had ſtrngled, preſented it ſelf to his Eyes, 
CCC making 
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ſhaking furious Whips at him, with ſuch Flames as 
the Drunkard had periſhed in; when he ſpake this 
at the Tribunal, he continually fanned his Face with 
his Hands, as if to diſcuſs and abate the Flames. 
The Thing being evident by the Goods taken, and 
other Diſcoveries, he alſo was hanged, and then burnt 
at a Stake. Vany Hiſt. Man. : CEN. 

IV. A Gentleman having begn revelling abroad, 
and returning home late at Night, his Head that was 
overloaded with Wine, proved too heavy for his Body, 
ſo that he fell down tn the Street, not able to riſe 
through the feebleneſs of his Legs; he had a Sword 
by his fide, when another coming that way, and hear- 
ing the Voice of his Enemy at ſome diſtance, ſaatch'd 
out the Drunkard's Sword, and having run it into 
the Heart of his Adverſary, left it ſticking in the 
Wound, and conveyed himſelf away from the Place. 
The Watch at that time chanced to paſs by; who find- 
ing a Man lie dead with a Sword in his Body, and 
this drunken Perſon lying near him with his Scabbard 
empty, they took him along to the Magiſtrate, who 
upon ſuch apparent Teſtimony :gainſt him, committed 
him to Priſon ; ſo he was hanged for the Murther, 
though innocent, and afterward the real Murtherer bee 
ing to be hanged for ſome other Matter, confeſſed ir 
was himſelf who had made uſe of his Sword to a& his 
own private Revenge.

V. Laſtly, Ambition and Pride has produced no 
Jeſs miſchievous Effects upon ſeveral Perſons. Cæſar 
Borgia, the Son of Pope Aex:znder, a moſt ambitious 
Man, cauſed his Brother to be murthered, and his 
dead Body to be caſt in the River Tybey ; and then 
caſting off his Prieſtly Robes, and Cardinals Habit, 
he took upon him the leading his Father's Army, 


and with exceeding Prodigality he ingaged to him 
many deſperate Ruffians for the Execution of his hor- 


rible Devices ; having thus ſtrengthened himſelt, he 
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drove out the honourable Family of the Colummi, 
and poiſoned or killed the chief Perfonages of the 
_ Great Houſes of the Urſini and Cajetani, ſeizing up- 
on their Eſtates; he firangled at once four Noble- 
men of the Camertes, drove Guido Feltrius out of Urbin, 
took the City of Favemia from A{/or Manfredus, whom 
he firſt beaſtly abuſed, and then ſtrangled. In his 
Thoughts he had made himſelf Maſter ot all ah, but 
was caſt down when he leaſt feared ; for being at a 
Supper with the Pope his Father, which was prepa- 
red on purpoſe for deſtroying ſeveral rich Cardinals, 
by the Miſtake of a Servant, he and his Father were 
both poiſoned with deadly Wine provided for the 
Gueſts; and fo he was rewarded for his Ambition, 
and Intent of Murther, both at once. Clark's Mir. 
VI. Staveren in Holiand was the chief Town of 
all Friezland, rich and abounding in all Wealth, the 
only Staple for all Merchandiſe, whither Ships came 
from all Parts; the Inhabitants- thereof through eaſe, 
= Knew not what to do nor deſire, but ſhewed them- 
ſelves in all Things exceſſive and licentious, not only 
in their Apparel, but aiſo in the Furniture of their 
Houſes, gilding the Scats before their Lodgings, &c. 
So that they were commonly called, The debauched 
Children of Staveren; but obſerve the juſt Puniſh- 
went of this Pride. There was in this Town a Wi- 
dow, who knew no end of her Wealth, which made 
her proud and inſolent; ſhe freighted out a Ship for 
Dantzick, giving the Maſter charge to return her in 
exchange of her Merchandize, the rareſt Stuff he 
could find. The Maſter of the Ship finding no bet- 
zer Commodity than good Wheat, freighted his Ship 
there with, and fo returned to Staveren; this did fo 
diſcontent this fooliſh and vain-glorious Widow, that 
ie ſaid to the Maſter; That if be had laden the 
Corn on the Starboard fide of the Ship, he fhoutd caſt it 
inte the Sea an the Larboard,; which was preſently 
Lin, and al the Whear poured ars the Sea, bur 
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the whole Town,yea all the Province, ſmarted for this 
one Woman's Error, for preſently -in the ſame place 
where the Mariners had thrown the Corn, there 
grew a great Bar or Bank of Sand, wherewith the 
Haven was ſo ſtopt that no great Ship could enter, 
and at this Day the ſmalleſt Veflels that will An- 
chor there, muſt be very careful leaſt they ſtrike 
againſt this Flat or Sand-Bank, which ever ſince 
hath been called Uroqvelandt, that is, the Woman's 
Sand; hereby the Town loſing irs Traftick, in a lit- 
tle time declined x the Inhabitants alſo by reaſon of 
their Wealth and Pride grew intolerable to the No- 
bility, who in ſumptuouſneſs could not endure to be 
braved by them, ſo that this Town is now become 
one of the pooreſt of that Province, though it hath 
the greateſt Privileges of all the Hanſe Towns, Hiſt, 
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| worth at the Red-Lyon, and J. Batley 
at the Dove, in Pater-noſter-row.
